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Appetite As A Guide In Calf Feeding* 


2PETITE, an indicator of 
A pissictosicat needs, has been 

minimized by many investiga- 
tors in the field of human and ani- 
mal nutrition. From the beginning 
the whole animal kingdom has been 
controlled in its feeding problems only 
by appetite and environmental limita- 
tions of the food supply. Consequently, 
syen though the role of appetite be not of 
great importance under artificial experi- 
mental conditions, yet, if the broad facts 
of the case, the continued existence and 
multiplication of man and other animals, 
after countless aeons of feedings with 
appetite as their sole guide, be taken 
into consideration, it must be recognized 
as of some value. 

Previous Work. 

The attention that has been given 
to the study of appetite can hardly be 
called critical. Evvard (1) has reviewed 
the literature on the subject and shown 
that appetite is a fairly reliable indica- 
tor of the physiological needs of the 
pig. A very limited amount of work has 
been done with cattle, but other ma- 
terial, not obtained with a view to study- 
ing the appetite of animals, may be 
reviewed here as of interest in connec- 
tion with the work reported on the 
grinding of grain for calves. 

It has been stated by Jordan (3) 
that the grinding of oats and corn in- 
creased their digestibility in the case of 
horses, though with sheep whole oats 
were as completely utilized as ground 
grain, 

Fain and Jarnagin (2) found that, 
where corn meal and shelled corn were 
used to supplement skim milk for calves, 
the daily consumption of shelled corn 


as 


that of corn meal, though the rate of grain was greater and 
the amount of grain consumed per 100 Ibs. live weight 
gain less in the case of the shelled corn. Kildee (4) also 


recommended whole oats in preference 
Calves, Otis (5) found that calves fed 
larger gains and consumed less skim 


slightly more grain per 100 pounds live weight gain, than 
did those fed corn chop. He also found that skim milk 
calves, two to three months old, consumed about 10 Ibs. of 


water per head daily.

From the time they were taken from 
their dams at about 3 days of age, until 
the beginning of the experiment, the 
calves had been fed whole milk. All 
had become accustomed to consuming 
small quantities of hay, while the bull, 
No. 411, was the only one familiar with 
grain.

In period I the bull was given more milk than the 
heifers, but during period II each animal received 226 Ibs. 
of whole milk with an equal quantity of skim milk.

From this evidence one fact is very apparent—the 
calves showed a decided preference for the whole rather 
than the ground grains. During period I practically no corn 
was consumed but in period II there were 108.6 lbs. of 
whole corn and only .3 lbs. of cracked corn taken. The 
whole oats was consumed to the extent of 58.7 Ibs. in the 
first period and 68.4 lbs. in the second period while never 
more than .5 lbs. of ground oats were consumed in 30 
days. Hominy feed was also neglected in favor of the 
whole corn and oats. The total consumption of whole 
grain was 237 lbs. while that of ground grain was 1.5 Ibs. 

Oil meal was the most favored of the nitrogenous con- 
centrates, and the consumption of it increased as the exper- 
iment progressed. Wheat bran was a poor second while 
gluten feed appeared to be the least desirable, as only 1.9 
ibs. of it were consumed during period II as compared with 
a consumption of 15.3 Ibs. in period I. This decided de- 
crease in consumption of gluten feed may perhaps be linked 
up with the increase in consumption of shelled corn, which 
in turn was probably due to another factor, the skim milk 
increase in the ration. 

As the experiment progressed the daily allowance of 
skim milk was increased at the expense of the whole milk. 
This tended to narrow the nutritive ratio of the ration. 
The calves counteracted this, however, by increasing their 
consumption of low protein concentrates from 60.4 Ibs. in 
period I to 178.1 lbs. in period II, or 195 per cent, while 
the increase in their consumption of high protein concen- 
trates was relatively smaller, varying from 91.3 lbs. in 
period I to 94.8 lbs. in period II, or only 4 per cent. 

The consumption of alfalfa hay, water and charcoal in- 
creased as the experiment progressed, while that of -salt 
decreased.

From this it is apparent that the consumption of grain, 
hay and water increased very rapidly with the growth of 
the calves, the average daily requirements of water mount- 
ing from 4.27 lbs. in period I to 7.66 Ibs. in period IT.

The live weight gains were very creditable, being from 
1.60 Ibs. to 2.30 Ibs. and averaging 1.98 lbs. per head per 
day. The calves did not become too fat but remained in 
good growthy condition—that most desirable for young 
dairy calves.

The feed requirements for 100 lbs. live weight gain are 
relatively low. 

The calves showed distinct preference for some of the 
grain preparations, but there is the question, how near 
did they come to balancing their rations in accordance 
with the concepts of modern feeding standards?

The consumption of dry matter and digestible nutrients 
by the calves is seen to be well above expectations but it 
has already been shown that the heavy feed consumption 
led to large and economical gains. According to the Modi- 
fied Wolff-iiechmann Feeding Standard the feed for the 
calves should on the average have had a nutritive ratio 
of 1:4.3 in the first period and 1:4.4 in the second. How 
ever, the calves seemed to prefer a ration with a much 
narrower nutritive ratio. For the first and second periods 
the nutritive ratios of the rations were 1:3.4 and 1:3.6 re 
spectively. In this choice of a narrower nutritive ratio the 
calves were possibly correct. The calves grew rapidly and 
gained in weight but did not become too fat and this is 
the desirable method of growing out young dairy animals. 

Summary. 

This work is too limited in scope to allow of the making 
of definite recommendations but a few points of interest 
stand out clearly: 

1. Young calves prefer whole corn and oats to the 
ground grairs. 

2. Hominy feed does not appear to be palatable to 
calves. 

3. Oil meal (O. P.) appears to be more palatable thal 
wheat bran, while corn gluten feed is not in favor with 
calves. 

4. Calves have the ability to vary their consumption of 
concentrates to comply with their needs. For example, 
when whole milk is replaced by skim milk the calves in- 
crease their relative consumption of low protein CoD 
centrate feeds such as corn and oats. 

5. The calves used in this work consumed a ration of 
much narrower nutvitive ratio than is generally recom 
mended. 

6. The calves maintained th: nutritive ratio of thelr

As a result the Pettis county Holstein-Friesian 
Company was organized and Pettis County became one of 
the bright spots in Missouri where arbitration proceedings 
were started through the medium of the Holstein cow. 
That these proceedings have been successful, that they 
have enabled Pettis County to fulfill the prophecy that it 
was to become the Holstein center of the state, and, more 
than that, was to be able to point the way by which other 
communities might find relief and enter the broad highway 
to more prosperous times, will be readily understood when 
the following account of what has been accomplished in so 
brief a time has been read and digested. 

Two years is a pretty short time but it is long enough 
to allow a good Holstein cow, encouraged by fair treat- 
ment, to accomplish wonders. And that is just what she 
has done in Pettis County through the medium of the Pettis 
County Holstein-Friesian Company. 

This company was organized some two years ago with 
4 capitalization of $39,000. Its purpose was to buy pure- 
bred Holstein cows of real merit and distribute them among 
farmers as loans for a period of five years. Originally it 
— Planned to allow a farmer one cow for each three 
shares of stock subscribed for in the company, the par 
Value of the shares being $10. This was subsequently 
changed to ten shares. Thus a farmer who had subscribed 
ih apne in the Pettis County Holstein-Friesian Company 
cod se value of $190 would be loaned one cow. If he 
ag ed for stock to the value of $500 he might take 
thie ws. As a matter of fact very few took one cow each, 

is being discouraged for obvious reasons. 
ods its organization completed the company pro- 
hove bs : make purchases which included 102 cows and 
duties wis. All selections were made on the recommen- 

of Prof. Eckles. On one point there was general 
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agreement. It was that the females 
should be good individuals backed by 
excellent breeding and that the bulls 
should be among the best representa- 
tives of the breed. This was made the established policy 
of the company and _ there is reason to believe that it has 
been one of the principal factors in making the plan a suc- 
cess. 

When the cattle and equipment had been assembled and 
the cows distributed among the farmers it was found that 
the company had an investment of $35,000.00. That it was 
a perfectly “safe” investment is revealed in the informa- 
ion that an inventory today shows these holdings to be 
worth easily $45,000.00 That is only part of the story. In the 
judgment of no less an authority than Prof. Eckles, Pettis 
County has established itself as the leading Holstein cen- 
ter in Missouri. 

Of the 102 original females purchased there are 94 
still owned by the company and it is estimated that they 
will have at least 80 of them at the end of the five year 
period. Only three have been lost by death, only one out 
of the more than a hundred reacted, while four others 
were disposed of as non-breeders. 

There are seventy heifer calves ranging in age from a 
few weeks up to two years, jointly owned by the company 
and the farmers. The first 
heifer calved in November.

Keeping Tab on Bossie 

: There is no guesswork 
? 3 ' . permitted on the question of 
whether or not these cows 
are “delivering the goods.” 
Every cow loaned out is in 
a cow testing association. 
The records up to the first 
of December this year show 
that every cow in the lot, 
save one, made money for 
their keepers, the calf cou- 
pon coming in as an “extra.” 
Can you beat it? 

As a matter of fact, the 
board of directors of the Pettis County Holstein-Friesian 
Co. has a standing offer to the effect that it will make up 
the loss sustained by any farmer who will feed these cows 
according to the directions of the county agent, and finds 
the balance is on the wrong side of the ledger. Fair enough, 
isn’t it? 

There are a few cases, naturally, where the farmers 
have become dissatisfied. In every instance, however, the 
fault has been with the farmer himself. He has simply 
failed to take care of his cows—and a Holstein cow, just 
like any other piece of machinery, will refuse te function, 
sooner or later, if neglected. 

Read the Answer in the Returns 

Are the stockholders, more than sixty per cent of whom 
are farmers, satisfied? 

That answer is found in the fact that the stockholders 
have recently fixed a price of $1.25 on what little treasury 
stock they have left. There is always a waiting list of 
men ready to take the cattle whenever any farmer wants 
to give them up. 

Twenty Per Cent a Year Profit 

As already stated, the management of the company 
estimates that it will have 80 of the original 102 cows at 
the end of the five year period. It may be explained that 
the terms of the loan provide that the farmers may keep 
these cows for five years during which time they are 
to have all the milk and fifty per cent of the increase. Male 
calves are to be sold while the female stock is to be 
retained. At the end of the five year period a great sale is 
to be held on the state fair grounds at which all the cattle 
will be disposed of at auction. The proceeds from the 
sale of the original stock will be distributed among the 
shareholders of the Pettis County Holstein-Friesian Co. 
in proportion to their holdings. The proceeds from the sale 
of the heifers and males that are increase, will be dis- 
tributed equally, share and share alike, between the com- 
pany and the farmers to whom the original stock was 
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loaned. As the farmers, in all instances, are stockholders 
in the Pettis County Holstein-Friesian Co. they will cut 
two coupons—one in the form of profits on their stock; the 
other in the form of cash proceeds from the sale of their 
half of the increase. 

The 80 cows of the ori- 
ginal purchase which will 
still be owned by the com- 
pany at the end of the five 
year period and which will 
go into the sale, it is esti- 
mated will average around 
seven years of age. Some 
of them will have A. R. O. 
records and all will have 
Association records. It is 
the opinion of Mr. Long that 
the 80 will bring all the ori- 
ginal herd of 102 animals 
cost.

Bulls are Bulls 


One of the interesting features of the report submitted 
by Secretary Long at the second annual meeting of the 
company held recently was that which dealt with the 
proceeds from the sale of bull calves. In making its origi- 
nal estimates the company anticipated the necessity of 
vealing some of its male calves. It also provided for an- 
nual bull sales to dispose of its surplus males. On both 
these points it guessed wrong. It hasn’t been necessary to 
veal calves at $14 per. The butcher hasn’t even had a look- 
in. The first twenty-six bull calves sold brought from $75 
to $125 each and at no time was there a sufficient number 
of males on hand to warrant staging a bull sale. 

There’s a Reason 

When the type of herd sires used by the Pettis County 
Holstein-Friesian Co. is taken into consideration it is not 
difficult to understand why it was unnecessary to sell any 
of the male calves to the butcher. The company bought 
three bulls all of which were among the best representa- 
tives of the breed. One of these was Admiral Walker 
Prilly who has 34 A. R. O. daughters. The World in a 
full page write-up of Lottie 
Walker Spofford, published 
last July, under the head, 
“Persistent Producers,”’ 
said, “Her most noted son 
is Admiral Walker Prilly, 
one of the best bulls of the 
breed today.” 

Another of these bulls is 
Brookings Cornucopia with 
10 A. R. O. daughters and a 
son of the celebrated Col- 
lege Belle Wayne a 35-pound 
5-year-old. The World in a 
write-up of this cow de- 
clared that she is one of the 
most noted cows of the 
breed.” 

The third bull is King 
Pontiac Bettina, a son of 
King of the Pontiacs, the 
world’s only double century 
sire and of Tidy Abbekerk 
Princess Bettina, a 30-lb. ‘ 
daughter of the good trans- "i 
mitting sire, Tidy Abbekerk 
Prince. King Pontiac Bet- 
tina cost the Pettis County 
Holstein-Friesian Co. $3,400 
as a calf and he was easily worth the money.

ond calf is a heifer. During the first two months of her 
second lactation period she gave two tons of milk which 
contained 200 pounds of butter. It should be understood 
in this connection that Mr. Gentry had never tried to make 
a record before. It should also be understood that most 
of the time this cow was milked only twice a day. 

Mr. Hoerman got five of the heifers. From these he got 
four heifers within four months, since which time he has 
two heifers and a bull calf. 

Wm. Romig took five cows. He has now seven heifers. 

Ralph Woodward took four cows. Soon after this he 
entered service under the colors and had to leave his dairy 
herd in the care of his father while he went overseas to 
fight for world democracy. When he returned from sunny 
France he found a real job waiting him. His four cows 
had been busy—his herd had increased to nine members. 
Since then there has been a further increase of two. All 
the calves dropped were heifers but one.

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Consideration of the Upton Suggestion 


N another page of this issue we present a communi- 
O cation from President Aitken, advising of the ap- 

pointment of a committee to take under considera- 
tion the suggestion made recently by Earl Upton in regard 
to re-classification of the 10 months test, so that the 
breeders who wish to make them under more nearly normal 
farm conditions might do so with the assurance that they 
would compete directly with other records made under sim- 
ilar conditions. This committee, consisting of Mr. Upton as 
chairman, Mr. Stevenson of Pennsylvania, Mr. Small of 
Ohio, Supt. Gardner representing the National Associa- 
tion, and the editor of the World, is charged with the re- 
sponsibility of making some definite inquiries into the 
feasibility, practicability and advantage, if any, of consid- 
ering such record by the Association. They are requested 
by President Aitken to report their findings and the con- 
clusion at the annual meeting in St. Paul next June. 

It is important that any recommendations for a change 
along the line of these suggestions, or in fact any change in 
our advanced registry rules shall be most carefully con- 
sidered and if we are going to try and work out something 
that will be more practicable and will appeal more strongly 
to the small breeder, we want to be very sure that we are 
making a change that will actually fulfill the purpose in- 
tended. The World, therefore, suggests that this matter be 
given an earnest thought and consideration by our breeders 
everywhere, both large and small, and that any ideas on 
the subject be communicated to members of the committee, 
so that the committee may have the benefit of all of these 
ideas in formulating their recommendations to be brought 
before the June meeting, so that when we are ready to take 
definite action, we may be assured that the course fol- 
lowed is the one best suited to the needs of the situation. 


Scared by Our Own Shadow 


T HE discussion of the 7-day and yearly test and the 





relative merits of the two, has proven conclusively a 

number of different points. One of these is that this 
particular subject lies closest to the heart of the breeder 
of Holsteins. He realizes, apparently that it is our 
system of advanced registration that is responsible for 
the place occupied today by the Holstein breed; that this 
system, aside from the inherent merits and ability of the 
Holstein cow, herself, which of course comes first in order 
of importance, has brought the Holstein breed to a point 
where it excels all others in popularity and that means 
in marketability. Another point that the discussion has 
proved is that there is an overwhelming sentiment on the 
part of our breeders against any discontinuance of the 7-day 
test. After all these years of good service, the very great 
majority of our breeders are decidedly against any effort to 
cast it aside, simply because it has been abused in some 
few instances. As we read the letters that have been coming 
in during the past few weeks for publication on this sub- 
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ject, we are more and more impressed and are led to 
wonder if we are not in a measure becoming alarnied over 
something that really does not exist. We cannot find that 
any particular effort has been made by our wealthy breeq. 
ers or any other Holstein breeders in any considerable 
number, to have the 7-day test eliminated. There are of 
course certain breeders who feel very strongly that the 
long time test is the real test of production and that ig 
we eliminated the 7-day test, our breeders would pay more 
attention to the long time test. They have advocatedg 
such a course, always realizing, however, that for the 
present at least they were in a hopeless minority and their 
activities have been confined very largely to expressing 
their views in the nature of propaganda work. The sub. 
ject was brought to a head of course last October by the 
action of the American Dairy Science Association at Chica. 
go, which passed a resolution favoring the elimination of 
short-time testing. As we have previously mentioned, how- 
ever, this resolution was not given consideration by the 
Association of Deans and College Presidents, to which are 
referred recommendations of this nature from the Dairy 
Science Association. As the discussion of the question has 
progressed, we have noted that greater and greater empha- 
sis is laid on the assumed fact that our millionaire breed- 
ers are back of the movement to eliminate the 7-day test, 
thus expecting to secure greater advantage to themselves 
by reason of their great wealth. We believe the develop- 
ment of this phase of the situation comes entirely from 
hysteria and the power of suggestion, as we have yet to find 
in actual facts where any of the Holstein breeders who 
rate in the millionaire class have come out with any such 
proposition or who even favor the abolition of short time 
work. On the contrary, the great majority of them figure 
among the strongest supporters of the 7-day test. These 
men of wealth are good enough business men so that they 
appreciate completely the fact that their interests and 
the interest of the small breeders are absolutely mutual; 
that any proposition that does not contribute to the ad- 
vancement and prosperity of both is not good business for 
either or for the industry at large. We believe further 
that entirely too much capital is being made of the sub- 
ject of class distinction. The Holstein cow knows no dis- 
tinction of class or degree. No man, however wealthy, 
has been able to buy a monopoly of quality or the ability 
to make large records or to corner the market on combina- 
tions that will produce blue ribbon winners in the show-ring 
or the kind that will return a substantial profit to their 
owner. Therefore, let us get away from the idea that 
somebody is going to try to take 7-day tests away from us 
for his own advantage or from a mistaken sense of advan- 
tage to the industry and rather devote our minds to a 
constructive survey of the situation and a study of how 
best we can develop our Advanced Registry system for 
the greatest advantage of all of our breeders and the 
greatest advancement of the breed and industry, as 4 
whole. As long as we enjoy the sunshine of prosperity, we 
shall probably be confronted with shadows if we look for 
them, but let us face them squarely with full knowledge 
of just what they are. 


The Blue Book, Volume 30 


OLUME 30 of the Blue Book, which is the Advanced 
V Registry Year Book for the year ending April 30, 

1919, is now ready for distribution and is already 
in the hands of those breeders whose orders were placed 
in advance. It is the largest volume of the series. num- 
bering over 1400 pages. In addition to the usual supple- 
mentary matter consisting of the rules for Advanced Regis- 
try, scale of points and tabular data giving list of leading 
producers in both short and long-time tests, it gives a com- 
plete list of the records made during the preceding fiscal 
year, and a complete list of all sires that appear on the 
records with one or more A. R. O. or long time record 
daughters and a list of the dams having two or more offi- 
cially or semi-officially tested daughters. All active sires, 
that is, all sires which had daughters tested during the 
past year, are given with a complete list of their tested 
daughters, and proven sons and daughters; while the in- 
active sires which had no addition to their lists during 
the past year, are listed in their proper alphabetic place 
with a reference to the latest volume in which their daugh- 
ters are listed completely. The same system is employe 
with respect to the dams of tested daughters. The Blue 
Book, as has been pointed out so many times in the past, 
is absolutely indispensable to the breeder who desires to 80 
about his work in a constructive manner, for in no other 
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= number of references to preceding volumes makes it 
desirable for the reader who wants to make the fullest use 
of the Blue Book to have the complete set since Volume 


94, which was the first of the series in the present style and 
which gives the complete data on every sire of the breed 
that has ever had a tested daughter. The number of these 
references 21SO suggest the desirability of getting out at 
gome time within the next few years another complete 
yolume which will list all of the tested daughters and 
proven sons and daughters for every sire both active and 
inactive. This would be a huge volume, and for con- 
yenience would probably have to be made in two or three 
sections, but we believe it would be desirable and worth 
while. Some indication of the progress of the breed dur- 
ing the past year is shown by the fact that 35 pages are 
required to list the cows with records above 30 Ibs. of 
butter in 7 days, as against 29 pages in the preceding vol- 
jume, and 6 pages in which the cows have produced about 
1000 Ibs. of butter in comparison with 4 pages for a 
similar listing in the preceding volume. The Blue Book 
js put out by the Advanced Registry office and may be 
secured by addressing Superintendent M. H. Gardner, 
Delavan, Wis. The price has been fixed by the Board of 
Directors at $3.50. 


The Cover 


N the front cover this week we show an attractive 
O group of young calves owned at Jane Garden Farms, 
Sacramento, Cal. Most of the calves are out of 
30-lb. dams. The Jane Garden Farm is one of the most 
progressive and best known Holstein establishments in 
the state, and the proprietor, Fred W. Kiesel, is justly 
proud of the showing made by his Holsteins in the show 
ring as well as in official test and in cow testing associa- 
tion work. It will be remembered that one month in the 
Sacramento Cow Testing Association, the five leading cows 
for the month were members of this herd, the head of the 
list being a cow that produced 102 lbs. butter fat for the 
month, and some of the calves shown on the cover are 
the offspring of some of those five cows. 
Last week we overlooked the description of the January 
17 cover, which showed a picture of Emeretta Korndyke 
De Kol, who won first association prize last year for but- 
ter production in the long time test, with a record of 
1396.94 lbs. of butter from 28035.7 lbs. milk. She was like- 
wise the leading cow in the 8 months after calving division 
for the year, with 25.97 lbs. butter from 497.5 Ibs. milk. 
She has several very promising sons including Sir Inka 
Prilly Segis Emer, Winterthur King Segis Emer, and Win- 
terthur Ormsby Emer, the latter a son of King of the 
Ormsbys, being recently purchased by W. D. Robens of 
Poland, N. Y., and having until recently the largest average 
fora dam and sire’s dam of any bull in the world.

At the close of the drive campaign managers expect 
that New York Holstein Association will be the largest 
state association in the Union. Steps have already been 
taken to complete the reorganization and map out plans 
for the extension work to be conducted in the state. It is 
expected that an effort will be made to organize a county 
or local Holstein club in every Holstein community. The 
state already has 22 of these clubs, but leaders of the move- 
ment expect to have from 40 to 50 in the state, affiliated 
and cooperating with the state organization. 

One of the first things that will be done will be the 
hiring of an expert field man or paid secretary for the 
state organization, who will have charge of various activi- 
ties in the state. 

The following letter has been sent out to breeders 
throughout the state by H. V. Noyes, President of the state 
organization: 

Some years ago Mr. Wing R. Smith of Syracuse, N. Y., 
who was at that time Treasurer of the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America, the same as he is now and who, 
as everybody knows, is one of the finest men in the Associa- 
tion, called a few leading breeders together in his office in 
Syracuse and formed what has since been known as the 
New York State Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Club. At that 
time, New York State had very many less breeders than it 
has now and Onondaga County was what might be called 
the center of the Holstein breeding territory of the State. 
This club has been maintained with its original organiza- 
tion ever since and has undertaken to look after the inter- 
ests of Holstein-Friesian breeders in New York State as 
best it could with the means available. 

I think, however, that we have all realized that there is 
very much more that the New York State club could do, 
providing it had the necessary means and membership. 
Since I have been president of this club I have had mvre 
than ever impressed upon me that New York State needs 
an aggressive state club, having for its members every 
breeder in the state. There are so many things coming 
up all the time in which concerted action is desirable, that 
it is really urgent and necessary that we organize on a 
really sound basis, both as to membership and finances. 
With this in view, we have given the matter considerable 
study during the past few months and have finally adopted 
a new Constitution and By-Laws which are so framed that

Announcements have appeared from 
time to time in the World about the 
great records being made at Avon- 
dale Farm, Brockville, Ont., by Glen 
Alex Queen De Kol 3rd. We have ai- 
ready stated that she has broken the 
Canadian record and taken second 
place in the world, and this statement 
still stands in the 7 day division. In 
the thirty day division, however, she 
has broken the world’s record accord- 
ing to a letter from her owner, dated 
Jan. 12, her record for thirty days be- 
ing 131.5 lbs. butter from 2403.2 Ibs. 
milk. She thus displaces as World’s 
30-day Champion, of the senior 2-year- 
old class, Traverse Colantha Walker, 
who last summer made a record of 
125.34 Ibs. in 30 days. She is owned by 
Traverse City State Hospital, Mich. 

Glen Alex Queen De Kol 3rd now 
ranks as follows for butter and milk 
production: 

Butter 7 days 2nd place, butter 30 
days ist place, milk 7 days 9th place, 
milk 30 days 16th place. 

As we have said before, the new 
World’s Champion is a daughter of 
Spring Farm King out of Glen Alex 
Queen De Kol, the only 42 lb. 2-year- 
old. 

Her stable companion, Lady Wal- 
dorf Sylvia, has completed the follow- 
ing record, according to Mr. Lynn: 

Butter 7 days 28.68, milk 7 days 587.8 
butter 30 days 118.87, milk 30 days 
2448.1, best day’s milk 86.6. Her 30 
days butter production stands in 
fourth place in her class, she being a 
senior 2-year-old. Her 7 day butter 
stands in 21st place, her 7 day milk in 
14th and her 30 days butter in 8th 
place. She is a daughter of Champion 
Echo Sylvia Pontiac from the 36-lb. 4- 
year-old, Lady Waldorf Pietje. 





Friesland Farm Making Good Records 


A recent letter from Dr. B. B. Davis, 
proprietor of Friesland Farm, near 
Omaha, Nebr., gives the following re- 
port of records made thus far this 
year at their place: The list includes 
two 30-lb. cows, one of them Korndyke 
Jennie Segis, making a record as a 
senior 4-year-old of 30.37 lb. butter 
from 523.3 lb. milk, and the other, 
Twisk Beauty Hamilton, producing 
640.8 lb. milk containing 30.54 lb. but- 
ter, both being consigned by Dr. Davis 
in the Tri-State Sale to be held at S. 
Omaha, Feb. 25 and 26. A brief des- 
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cription of Dr. Davis’ consignment to 
this sale appears elsewhere in the 
World. 

Another senior 4-year-old at Fries- 
land Farm has made a record of 28.47 
lb. butter from 515.2 lb. milk. She is 
Mable Segis Lyons, a daughter of a 
former Friesland farm herd sire, King 
Segis Lyons. Another daughter of the 
same sire, K. S. L. Clothilde, has just 
made a record of 28.73 lb. butter from 
576.2 lb. milk. It will thus be seen that 
the records recently made include two 
30-lb. records and two more above 28 
lb. A number of very creditable heif- 
er records have also been made and 
Dr. Davis writes that he will have 
more to report in a short time. 





Porter Co. Breeders Ambitious to Own 
$30,000 Sire 


At a meeting of the Holstein breea- 
ers of Porter Co., Indiana, held at Val- 
paraiso at the end of the Farmers 
short course, the organization of a 
Holstein Bull Association in the coun- 
ty was discussed. Several members of 
the association are expected to buy 
bulls this year for $1,000 or more each, 
and it is believed that enough of these 
men can be found to club together and 
buy a community bull at a cost of 
from $20,000 to $30,000. If this project 
goes through, this will undoubtedly be 
the highest priced bull as yet ever pur- 
chased by a county bull association. 





Colony Farms Re-Purchase Bull 


It is announced that Colony Farms 
of Essondale, B. C., have purchased of 
Wm. Medd of Milner, B. C. the bull, 
Colony Prince Posch Paul, who was 
born at Colony Farm, and sold by 
them as a calf to Wm. Farrell of Lulu 
Island, who in turn sold him to Mr. 
Medd. The price is given as $1,000. 
The bull is a son of the famous Madam 
Posch Pauline, one of Canada’s very 
greatest cows and a former Canadian 
champion milk producer. Two differ- 
ent years he has made a 7 day record 
of over 34 Ib. butter, one time produc 
ing 777 lb. milk in a week and the 
other time 835 lb. or an average of 
over 800 lb. for the two records. Both 
years she averaged over 100 lb. milk 
a day for 4 months and at 8 years old 
she averaged over 100 lb. a day for 
9 months. Her two 6 months records 
strictly official average over 700 Ib. 
butter from over 17,000 lb. milk. She 
has one strictly official year record of 
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27,597.4 lb. milk containing 1123.53 lb. 
butter. 

The bull is sired by Prince Abbe 
kerk Mercena, who has a good list of 
close to 25 tested daughters with re. 
ords up to 29 Ib. and including severg) 
others with 27 and 28 lb. He is by the 
same sire as Madam Posch Pauline, 
described above, making the bull just 
purchased by Colony Farms a double 
grandson of Prince Abbekerk Pauline 
one of Canada’s great sires.

MICHIGAN BREEDERS HOLD ANNAUL MEETING 
(Staff Correspondence) 

January 13 and 14, 1920, were big days in the history 
of the Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association. On Tues- 
day, Jan. 13 was held the First Annual Sale under the 
auspices of the State Association and it was a huge and 
complete success as is indicated by the detailed report on 
another page of this issue. With an average of $827 per 
head and a total of over $60,000 for the one day sale 
something of the quality of the event is indicated. 

The Banquet 

The annual bar.quet of the association was held the 
evening of the 13th in the parlors of the Plymouth Congre- 
gational church. After a satisfying roast beef dinner a 
very pleasing program of speaking followed. J. G. Hayes 
made a big hit as toastmaster. He was the bright 
particular star of the evening and we hereby nominate 
him to serve as toastmaster at one of the National con- 
ventions. The speakers included S. H. Munsell, who told 
about some of his experiences in selecting cattle for the 
sale. Mr. Munsell also related in an interesting way some 
of his early experiences with Holsteins and gave the credit 
for the success of the sale to the Michigan breeders them- 
selves, who practically gave him a free hand in making 
the selection from their herd. T. F. Marsten, secretary 
of the Northeastern Michigan Development Bureau gave 
some timely facts ecncerning the possibilities of developing 
the great Holstein markets in northeastern Michigan. C. 
O. Moser, who is putting Dallas County, Texas, on the map 
as a Holstein center, reported on the progress of the Hol- 
stein breed in his state after receiving a most remarkable 
introduction at the hands of the _ toastmaster. The 
remainder of the toast-list was called upon extempor- 
aneously and included H. H. Halliday head of the State 
Bureau of Animal Industry, Col. D. L. Perry, Prof. A. C. 
Anderson, President Aitken and M. S. Prescott of the 
World. 

The Annual Meeting 


On the morning of the 14th the annual business session 
was held in one of the rooms of the Agricultural Building 
at the State College, the meeting being called to order by 
Vice-President H. W. Norton, Jr., in the absence of Presi- 
dent Wentworth. After the reading of the minutes of the 
preceding meeting by Secretary C. A. Daniels, Mr. Norton 
presented some thcughts for the serious consideration of 
the members. He urged that we all come to a realization 
of the fact that a reconstruction means work. He recom- 
mended an increase in the annual membership dues from 
$2.00 to $5.00 per year, also the engagement of the right 
man to devote his entire time to looking after the welfare 
of the members of the state organization. He further 
urged the construction of better and bigger sale facilities 
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in connection with the college, so that continued develop 
ment could take place along this line. He gave as the 
three prime factors in successful Holstein breeding, firgt 
health, second individuality and third production, which 
logically follows. The speaker also presented figures from 
the Union stockyards at Chicago, showing that there has 
been a material decrease in the amount of tuberculosis 
Curing the past two years. He urged the association to 
give very careful consideration to the matter of establish- 
ing a state quarantine farm under the direction of the 
state authorities and with an advisory committee of 
breeders. Deploring the lack of uniformity in our Hol. 
stein herds, it was recommended that we should have a 
revision of our present scale of points, and that in order to 
ao this intelligently we should take accurate measurements 
of our high record cows in order to secure data that might 
be of value in making out a new score card. Other points 
mentioned by the speaker were the advocacy of greater 
attention to the 10-month test with a continuation of the 
7-day test, condemning the bonus system for herdsmen and 
urging the National Association to take definite action 
along that line; also an outline of some of the advantages 
of organizing bull associations to preserve valuable sires 
and furnish them the maximum opportunity at a minimum 
expense, at the same time developing each community 
along constructive uniform lines. We hope to present Mr. 
Norton’s address in full in a later issue. 

The report of the treasurer C. A. Daniels shows the 
finances of the association to be in a reasonably satisfactory 
condition with between three and four hundred dollars in 
the treasury. This of course does not include the money 
which will come into the treasury as a result of the first 
state sale, which is expected would add about $3000 to 
that total. 

An interesting feature of the morning’s program was 
the awarding of the prize ribbons to the men who developed 
the leading producers in the 7-day, 30-day, 10-month and 
yearly divisions. The report of the prize committee was 
made by Prof. J. E. Burnett, who is in charge of the official 
testing of the state. An attractive souvenir of the occasion 
containing a complete list of the winners was prepared and 
distributed by Chapin & Co. 

Before adjourning for lunch, the chair appointed a 
nominating committee, consisting of D. D. Aitken, W. J. 
Witty and H. E. Rising, also a resolutions committee, con- 
sisting of C. P. Reed, M. W. Willard and Andrew Niles. 

The afternoon session was devoted mainly to a speak- 
ing program, the first speaker being R. W. Chapin, Presi- 
dent of Chapin & Co., who discussed The Feed Situation. 
This paper will be reproduced in full in an early issue of 
the world. M.S. Prescott, Editor of the World discussed 
some Holstein policies for the future, touching particularly 
upon the matter of our public sales, accredited herd work, 
and the ever present testing problem. Considerable in- 
terest appeared to be manifested in working out some 
plans for reclassifying the 305-day test along the lines 
suggested recently by E. D. Upton with separate classes 
for records made upon twice-a-day milking. President 
Aitken was the final speaker of the. afternoon, bringing 
out some important phases in the way of organizing the 
Holstein industry. 

The Election of Officers 

The report of the nominating committee was 
unanimously adopted, the following officers being elected: 
President H. W. Norton, Jr.; vice-president, F. H. Wil- 
liams; secretary-treasurer, A. E. Jenkins; directors, M. W. 
Wentworth, H. E. Rising, H. W. Norton, Jr., C. A. Daniels, 
G. H. Spillane, A. E. Jenkins, J. G. Hays and Martin Buth. 

The following resolutions submitted by the resolution 
committee were also unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, The system of awarding prizes for short time 
records has been of uncalculated value in popularizing 
the Holstein-Friesian cow; and has placed within the

Ibs. butter from 17756.1 Ibs. milk 
Freshening again as a 4-year-old she 
made 33.9 lbs. butter from 759 Ibs. 
milk, coming back as a 6-year-old with 
36.3 lbs. butter from 874 Ibs. milk, At 
the age of 7 years she made the high. 
est butter record of her whole career 
when she produced 41.01 Ibs. butter 
from 853 lbs. milk, producing, how. 
ever, during her best 7 days 1005 Ibs. 
milk and 4196.9 lbs. for the month, 
which is an average of 143.7 lbs. milk 
for the week, and 139.8 lbs. for the 
month. Continuing in test May Echo 
Sylvia produced 8220 Ibs. milk in 60 
days, 11855.1 in 90 days and 1289838 
Ibs. in 100 days, all of these records 
far out-classing for milk production 
any other cow living or dead. Freshen- 
ing the next year, when she gave birth 
to Carnation King Sylvia, she pro- 
duced 37.60 lbs. butter from 862.2 Ibs. 
milk and last year, when she dropped 
Echo King Sylvia, she made her sixth 
official record at the age of 10 years, 
making nearly 36 lbs. butter in 7 days 
from 959.1 Ibs. milk and 3898.5 Ibs. 
milk in 30 days. Her records for five 
successive years, all above 33 lbs. but- 
ter, average 36.9 lbs. in 7 days, and 
all of them above 750 lbs. milk with 
an average of 892.1 Ibs. for the five 
in 7 days and 3501 Ibs. in 30 days. it 
is a most remarkable showing when 
any cow can produce more than 850 
Ibs. milk in 7 days and we find May 
Echo Sylvia doing this for four suc 
cessive lactation periods. Her five rec- 
ords made since the age of 4 years, 
average 36.97 Ibs. butter and 859.4 Ibs. 
milk, which records are also uw 
equalled by any other cow. Is it to be 
wondered at that Mr. Bell selected a 
son of May Echo Sylvia?

This cow who by the way is only a 
3-year-old heifer competing against cows of all ages pro- 
duced in the two days of her month that she wag op 
official test 5.2974 lbs. butter fat from 157.5 Ib. milk, which 
is well in the lead for both butter and milk production, 
C. E. Driver also has three Holsteins on the honor list of 
cows producing over 3 Ib. fat in the two day test, one of 
them h«lding second place on the list of milk production 
with 125.1 Ib., and the other two having over 100 Ib. each 
in two days. In fact, of the five cows on the list producing 
over 10 lb., four are Holsteins. 

Holstein herds in Missouri that have been making short 
time records during December include Standard Dairy at 
Baldwin. where a heifer, Hazel Beets Spofford, has just 
made a remarkable showing. Freshening as a yearling, 
this great heifer made a record of 480.9 lb. milk contain. 
ing 23.87 lb. butter in 7 days, and 1936.4 Ib. milk containing 
98.27 Ib. butter in 30 days. Needless to say this is one 
of the best vearling records ever made for butter as well 
as milk. In fact, her 30-day butter. production is second 
largest ever made by a yearling and her 7-day production 
stands ii! 6th place for heifers under 2 years old. Another 
good record made by a member of this herd is that of 
Nathlie “cwell Butter Girl with 561.6 lb. milk containing 
22.3 lb. butter in 7 days. Note that this is an average of 
over 80 ib. milk a day for the week. 

Among the good Holstein breeders of Grandview is F,

Pierce county dairymen plan on greatly increasing 
their dairy business during the next few years by improv 
ing their herds through the weeding out of scrubs and by 
steadily grading up their herds and working into pure 
breds.

The extraordinary 
development of the trade in city milk, 
ice cream, condensed milk and pow- 
dered milk has given us a wonderfy] 
home market. 

The researches of Dr. McColluwu 
have established beyond a doubt that 
milk and its products are essential 
to the proper nutrition of the human 
race. The National Dairy Councils 
of Canada and the United States are 
preparing to spend trousands of dol- 
lars in educating the public to appre- 
ciate the value of dairy products as 
food. Are we, therefore, not justified 
in believing that there is a bright 
future before the dairy business? And 
if dairying is prosperous, we have no 
fears for the Holstein cow, the real 
foster-mother of mankind.

Being short of help with difficul- 
ties prevented fitting these for test- 
ing. With no testing and after being 
milked two months, Queen Vall Segis, 
made the creditable record of 12.562 
fat, 358.6 lb. of milk. As a junior two- 
year old, Dael Cornucopia De Kot 
16.125 fat from nearly 500 of milk, as 
at full age. Calypso Pontiac Vall Aag- 
gie 12.199 fat from 360.7 lb. milk.

1 Herd {Dairy Cattle in the World) 
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Fox River Valley To Have Field Man 


To the Fox River Valley Holstein 
Breeders’ Association, with its head- 
quarters at Appleton, Wis., will be- 
long the credit of being the first Wis- 
consin organization of Holstein breed- 
ers to employ a full time field man to 
promote the interests of the Black and 
Whites. 

This decision was reached at the an- 
nual meeting held at Appleton, on 
Monday, Jan. 5, by unanimous vote of 
the association. The action followed 
the recommendation of Rudolph J. 
Schaefer, member of the board of di- 
rectors of the National Association, 
that it was high time for the Fox Riv- 
er Valley Holstein Breeders’ As- 
sociation to blaze the way and 
do things that would entitle 
it to a place in the center of 
the Holstein map. Mr. Schaefer ven- 
tured the opinion that there were more 
than 400 breeders of pure-bred Hol- 
steins in Outagamie County alone, and 
that they needed only to have the mat- 
ter presented to them to become mem- 


bers of the organization. The 
resolution authorizing the employ- 
ment of a full time field man 
instructed the secretary, Edward 
O. Mueller to stage a_ whirl- 
wind membership campaign at 


once, this to precede the employment 
of the field man and the constructive 
program of breed promotion laid out 
for him. At a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee called immediately on 
the adjournment of the general meet- 
ing plans were worked out for this 
campaign which is to include public 
meetings in every section of the coun- 
ty, supplemented if needs be by a 
farm to farm canvass. 

If this had constituted the entire 
proceedings of the annual meeting of 
the Fox River Valley Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Association, it would have been a 
good day’s work, but it was only a 
part of the service rendered the breed. 
In the absence of President Edwara 
G. Race, of Omro, R. J. Schaefer, vice 
president, presided. Following the re- 
port of the secretary and the routine 
business had been transacted, Mr. 
Schaefer hurled a smoking bomb into 
the meeting by declaring that here 
and now was the time to decide 
whether or not the Fox River Valley 
Holstein Breeders’ Association, after 
having written some creditable history 
for itself, and the breed interests was 
to perish from dry rot while new as- 
sociations sprang up and prospered 
all about it, or whether it was to brush 
off the mould and liven up. He, for 
one, was for the livening up process 
and he knew of no better way to do it 
than by employing a full time field 
man who would be boosting Holsteins 
and Holsteins only every day in the 
year. The committee appointed to in- 
vestigate the question consisted of 
Harvey Hallett, Appleton, chairman; 
Harvey Ballard, George Schaefer and 
Malachi Ryan, of Appleton, and Wm. 
Winkler of Medina. The committee 
report submitted late in the afternoon 
was favorable and unanimous. 


Bank Tenders Dinner 


One of the big features of the meet- 
ing was the dinner served to members 
of the Association at the Northwest- 
ern Hotel, the Citizens National Bank 
President 


of Appleton being the host. 





John J. Sherman, of that institution, 
welcomed the guests and assured them 
that while the bank was glad of an op- 
portunity to play the role of host, it 
stood ready to render them a still 
more substantial service by helping 
them finance their herds of pure-bred 
Holsteins, their building improve- 
ments and their investments in need- 
ed farm machinery. Mr. Sherman ex- 
plained the workings of the Banker— 
Farmer Exchange, being maintained 
as a state wide institution, with head- 
quarters at Madison and with Prof. 
Otis in charge of the work. Farmers 
are given an opportunity to list their 
products of live stock and grains for 
sale through this exchange without 
cost, a commission of five per cent 
however, is charged on sales actually 
made. It is the purpose of the ex- 
change to bring buyer and seller to- 
gether at a minimum cost. 


Preaching Dairy Religion 


The principal address of the day 
was delivered by F. G. Swoboda, ag- 
ricultural agent for Marathon County. 
Technically his theme was “How a 
County Breeders’ Association Can Be 
Made More Effective.’ In reality it 
was, “Dairy Religion—How to Preach 
1.” 

“The first purpose of meetings, sucu 
as this one, said Mr. Swoboda, “is to 
create enthusiasm. You go out of 
here with a new interest in the Hol- 
stein industry, an interest that will 
compel you to impart your enthus- 
iasm to your neighbor who didn’t 
come. In the summer time it is the 
picnic that brings you together. En- 
courage the man who isn’t in the hab- 
it of attending these meetings and 
picnics to come out. Then there is 
another service you can render by 
helping the man about to engage in 
the breeding of pure-bred Holsteins to 
get his first stock. Perhaps you may 
be able to supply him animals from 
your herd. If you can’t do that you 
can at least take him along to a sale. 
But you may say, ‘I don’t believe in 
sales—I won’t patronize them.’ But 
if we all tock this position what woula 
become of our sales. And if it wasn’t 
for our sales what would our business 
amount to. It is possible that some- 
times you may pay high prices at a 
sale but then you don’t always get 
the full value of your money when you 
buy a cow on the top of a manure pile. 
After you have gotten your young 
breeder started, the next thing to do 
is to help him sell his surplus stock— 
help him build for the future.” 

Mr. Swoboda paid a tribute to the 
service rendered the Holstein breed 
through the Boys’ and Girls’ Calf 
Clubs, particularly those in Fond du 
Lac, Winnebago and Sheboygan Coun- 
ties. “If we can get the boy to raise 
a pure-bred calf,” said Mr. Swoboda, 
“and can get the father to watch him, 
he will soon become interested and 
converted. And then we will contin- 
ue this scrub bull campaign till the 
last one is replaced by a pure-bred. 
What we really ought to do is to take 
all these scrub bulls, turn them loose 
in the woods of northern Wisconsin, 
and then turn the hunters loose and 
let them shoot scrub bulls for sport 
instead of the innocent deer. 
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“I was glad to hear your president 
say that Outagamie county had done 
more A. R. O. work than most other 
counties. We are demanding breed- 
ing stock backed up by A. R. QO, 
records but how are we going to get 
them if we don’t produce the A. R. OG. 
stuff. We need more high class bulls. 
We need more groups of men who are 
ready to join co-operative Associa- 
tions and thus finance the purchase 
of bulls from $2,000 to $3,000 each. 

“One of the best ways to keep up 
the interest in an association is to do 
something. Everybody is willing to 
put money into a going concern. Your 
president’s suggestion to employ a 
rull time field man, is sound, and 
ought to be adopted. You can put on 
a whirlwind campaign, build up a 
strong membership and finance the 
undertaking. Here is a feature you 
can advertise. Incidentally the pub- 
licity you'll get by reason of the fact 
that you will be the first local organ- 
ization to employ a full time field man 
to promote Holstein interests exclu- 
sively will get you publicity that is 
worth all the man will cost in salary. 
My advice is to get the field man.’ 

Mutual Live Stock Insurance 

Reid Murray, of Oshkosh, spoke 
briefly on the subject of “Mutual Live 
Stock Insurance.” Mr. Murray rep- 
resented the Winnebago County Hol- 
stein Breeders’ Association which 
body recently went on record as fa- 
voring the organization of a Mutual 
Live Stock Insurance Company. Mr. 
Murray explained that it was ‘the 
hope to organize the company on a 
state wide basis. To that end the 
plan is being presented to the various 
county associations. Later a general 
meeting will be held at Oshkosh, Fond 
du Lac or Appleton, to take steps to- 
ward organization. The plan is to 
charge the insured a rate of five per 
cent the first year and the rate for 
subsequent years to be determined by 
the losses sustained. While the asso- 
ciation took no formal action, R. J. 
Schaefer, John J. Sherman, and others, 
favored the plan of mutual insurance.

pretty much as a matter of course; 
thought, in fact, that the boys had got 
a real bargain. And today that com- 
munity is possessed of 33 registered 
Holstein sires. 

Mattson Brothers are fortunate in 
having the support of bankers who 
can see a long way and see clearly. 
The bankers had faith in the combina- 
tion of the Mattson Bros. and the Hol- 
stein cow and all that such a com- 
bination could accomplish for’ the 
New York Mills community 

Today Mattsons are selling off their 
grades to replace all of them with pure 
bred cows. They did their first official 
testing a year ago and made two 
records of over 18 pounds each, one 
on a two-year-old granddaughter of 
King Korndyke Colantha Ormsby. 
Both of these pure bred cows will 
make over 400 pounds of fat for the 
year on two milkings a day.—Minne- 
sota Holstein-Friesian. 








WATERTOWN, WIS. BREEDER RE- 
PORTS GOOD RECORDS 


Some very creditable records have 
been reported to us by Joseph J. Mol- 
zahn, proprietor of Shadow Lawn 
Farm at Watertown, Wis.

the new reorganized club is sure to be a representative 
and state-wide organization. 

We have provided for elections to be accomplished by 
delegates from local clubs as well as through direct mem- 
bership. In other words, each local or county club is to 
get together before the annual meeting of the state club, 
select delegate or delegates to attend the meeting of the 
State club. These delegates to be able to vote one vote for 
each member of the State club who is also a member of the 
local club, so that all matters will be determined by a vote 
of members from all over the state. This applies not only to 
personnel of the managing board of the new club, also to 
the location of its offices, the place of annual meeting, etc. 

I think we have in this new Constitution and By-Laws 
a proper foundation for an aggressive and effectual state 
club. 

It is now proposed to conduct a membership campaigu 
and it is expected that after the membership is _ se- 
cured, there will be 2 meeting called of the new club and 
officers elected and the whole machinery of the new club 
put in motion, according to the new By-Laws and Constitu- 
tion. In the meantime, for convenience the officers of the 
old club are going to continue to act. 

In this connection, it should be realized that many other 
states are taking this same action. In Ohio, Wisconsin 
and Minnesota they have state clubs which are very active 
and have practically every breeder in these states as mem- 
bers. In Minnesota where they have had such a club for 
several years, they are very strong in their testimony as to 
its value. In my opinion New York State needs such a club 
right now, more than perhaps any other state in the union. 
It has the largest number of breeders, the largest number 
of purebred Holstein-Friesian cattle and unfortunately, it 
has suffered some in the past in its reputation for fair 
dealing, so that just now it has to some extent what may 
be termed a black eye. There are several states which will 
not take cattle from New York State without quarantine 
and apparently, there has been more or less dissatisfaction 
with dealings in New York State so that southerners and 
westerners are going elsewhere for their cattle instead of 
coming to us. Most of this reputation is not justified. That 
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is, I do not think we have any larger proportion of crooked 
dealers in New York State than they have for instance in 
Minnesota, but we have been at it longer and have not 
been organized in such a way as to create confidence. Also, 
each year there are many things come up in the New 
York State legislature which require the attention of the 
organized breeders of the state. 

Right now there is a plan to repeal the present agricul- 
tural law which provides respectable indemnity for cattle 
loss from tuberculosis. This is a matter of greatest impor. 
tance to all New York State breeders and should be looked 
after by aggressive men who have the time to attend to it. 
Think there is no question but that we have outgrown our 
present state organization and have outgrown the possibili- 
ties of our present county and local organizations working 
by themselves, and we should take immediate steps to get 
together as a state organization all the breeders of the 
state and have all the local clubs of the state allied with the 
central organization.

A Plea For The Small Breeder 


Editors of the Holstein-Friesian 
World: — 

For several months past, I have veen 
greatly interested in the articles in 
the World in regard to the 7-day and 
yearly test, and I fail to see how any 
breeder can even think of throwing up 
the 7-day test, and I venture to say. 
that some of the larger breeders, that 
are condemning the 7-day test, started 
their road to success, with the 7-day 
test, and I believe that, if they would 
be honest with themselves and their 
fellow breeders, that they would not 
take the stand that they do in this 
matter, and it is certainly a well 
known fact, with all Holstein breed- 
ers, that the 7-day test put the Hol- 
stein cow on the road to success, and 
it is almost invariably a fact, that if 
a cow can make a large 7-day record, 
she will under the same care and feed, 
make an equally large yearly record. 
It does not seem to me that there is 
any reason or common sense in some 
of the arguments against the 7-day 
test, simply because a few breeders 
have made some abnormally large 7- 
day records, with a low milk yield 
and a high per cent of fat, surely this 
is no reason why we should throw up 
the 7-day test, and a breeder that stops 
and thinks, when he is buying the 
bull to head his herd is not a going to 
buy a bull from such a cow. When we 
bought our last service bull we bought 


ohe with an average for his 23 neares! 
dams of 609 Ibs. milk in 7 days, such 
a bull from a line of cows that have 
given on an average of nearly 90 lbs 
of milk per day, certainly shows that 
there is some good cows back of him, 
regardless of the condition they were 
in when they made the 7-day record. 

Why condemn the whole system and 
practically throw out at least 90 per 
cent of the breeders from making 
records? There is no question at 
all, but what the yearly or 305-day 
test is all right, and a very valuable 
asset to the breed, but not over 10 
per cent of the breeders, at the 
present time are in a position to make 
yearly or 305-day tests, the large 
breeders with a barrel of money at 
his disposal, and plenty of help, can 
run a 505-day test, just as well as a 
7-day test, but the small breeders is 
severely handieaped for lack of hired 
help and very few can afford to run 
a 305-day or yearly test. 

In my immediate vicinity there are 
at least 25 breeders, within a very 
small radius, and not one of them is 
in position to run a 305 day test, but 
the majority of them does make 7-day 
tests, that are above suspicion and 
those tests have made these breeders 
what they are today, and there is ro 
question, but what 50 per cent of 
these breeders would be out of pocket 
thousands of dollars, if the 7-day test 
was discontinued. 

Now do not think for one minute, 
that I am opposed in any way to the 
305-day or yearly test, and I wish 
every breeder was in position to run 
every one of his cows for at least 305 
days, but I know in Otsego county, 
mighty few breeders can do this, but 
if the writers of some of the articles 
already before the public, would just 
stop and think, that the small breeder, 
ought to have a little show, and that 
he does not want to be driven entirely 
out of business, and that the success 
of the breed as a whole depends 
largely on the small breeder. I think 
the advocates of discontinuing the 7- 
day test, will just go ahead and make 
all the 305-day and yearly records that 
it is possible for him to make, and let 
the little fellow make his 7-day record 
until he gets in position to make the 
305-day record.

Seven-Day Test Reliable 


The man of literary gifts and with 
a philosophical turn of mind instinct- 
ively condemns the seven-day test— 
which has been used so successfully 
in developing the .Holstein breed. 
Most of our agricultural papers have 
at one time or another urged the Hol- 
stein Association to pay less attention 
to the seven-day test. The recent Cole 
expose has greatly increased the out- 
cry against the seven-day test until 
there is now some danger that the test 
may be discarded. 

We believe that the seven-day test 
is more accurate than most people 
give it credit for being. True, some 
cows which do poorly in a seven-day 
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test make a good yearly record, and 
vice versa. Nevertheless, a seven-day 
record ordinarily measures fairly ae. 
curately what a cow will do in a year, 
This reasoning is based on statistica] 
not on philosophic or literary grounds. 

The Illinois experiment station re. 
cently compiled records of Holstein 
cows which had a seven-day test and 
which also in the same lactation period 
had made a yearly butter-fat record. 
Altogether, 1,295 cows were discovered 
which had made the seven-day test 
and had also gone on for a yearly test. 
Sixteen of these cows had produced 
an average of about eight pounds of 
butter-fat in their seven-day test, and 
had gone on to make a yearly record 
of about 287 pounds. Nine of them 
had made a seven-day test of around 
eight pounds, and had gone on to make 
a yearly record of around 362 pounds. 
And so on, for the entire 1,295 cows, 
The Illinois station, after studying this 
data, found that there was a correla- 
tion coefficient between the _ seven- 
day test and the yearly test of .7. This 
is a very high degree of correlation, 
although the Illinois people seem to be 
laboring under the current prejudice 
against the seven-day test, and think 
that the correlation is too low for it 
to be safe to judge the yearly produc. 
tion of a cow from a seven-day test. 
We believe that the Illinois people are 
mistaken in their attitude, and shall 
proceed to show why we think so. 

Applying pure mathematics to the 
Illinois data, we find that the probabil- 
ities are that a cow that produces 8 
pounds of butter fat in seven days will 
produce 334 pounds in a vear, and so 
on, as charted out in Table No. 1

Of course, manv 20-pound cows have 
yearly records of more than the 612 
pounds given in the table, and also 
many have less. On the basis of pure 
mathematics, however, it is possible 
to say that the chances are two out of 
three that a 20-pounds cow will not pro- 
duce over 680 pounds or under 545 
pounds. And, in like manner, for the 
other classes, the range being 65 
pounds above or below the figures in 
the yearly column. Furthermore, the 
chances are 19 to 1 that a 20-pound 
cow in the same lactation period will 
not produce more than 742 pounds or 
less than 490 pounds. 

When an ordinarily good cow is pro- 
ducing under controlled conditions, it 
is really remarkable how closely her 
yearly production may be predicted 
from her seven-day production. In the 
case of the records of these 1,295 cows 
compiled by the Illinois people, some 
had a yearly record based on as loW 
as 330 milking days, some as high 4 
365 milking days. Of course, some of

the cows were spring fresheners and 
made their seven-day test on grass ip 
May or June, whereas their yearly ree. 
ords were cut down by the fact of be. 
ing spring fresheners. The cows came 
from different parts of the country, 
and in all probability the seven-day 
test of 20 pounds in California may be 
followed by a somewhat different 
yearly record than the same kind of a 
test in Minnesota. 

Unquestionably, there are some cows 
which are especially adapted to a sey- 
en-day or a thirty-day test, cows that 
produce a great flow of milk for a 
short time, but are unable to stand the 
steady grind of a yearly test. This is 
especially true, we believe, in those 
herds where the cows are producing 
under high pressure, with exceedingly 
heavy feed, and four milkings a day. 
Many of the seven-day records, espe- 
cially those above 25 pounds, have 
been produced under extremely artifi 
cial conditions, and in some cases it 
has been hinted that drugs have been 
used. 

In view of all these objections to the 
seven-day test and the handicaps un- 
der which it is worked, it is truly re- 
markable how well the seven-day test 
has been borne out by the yearly pro- 
duction. 

The men who are the most earnest 
advocates of the yearly semi-cfficial 
test say: “The proper measure of a 
cow is what she will produce in a year, 
not in seven days.” of course this is 
true enough so far as it goes, but isn’t 
the truest measure of all what a cow 
will produce in five or six lactations, 
or even in a lifetime? Which cow 
will produce the most butter-fat in a 
seven-year period? We wonder if the 
correlation between a seven-day test 
and a seven-year test might not be 
just about as high as the correlation 
between a single year test and a seven- 
year test. Isn’t it true that many of 
the high yearly test records are made 
under conditions almost as. artificial 
as the seven-day test records? 

If the seven-day test record could 
be made under fairly well controlled 
conditions, we believe that it might 
serve as a very fair measure of a cow’s 
value. There are some cows, of course, 
which fall down miserably on the sev- 
en-day test and do remarkably well on 
the yearly test, and vice versa, but 
such animals are decidedly the excep- 
tion, not the rule. 

From the standpoint of milk produc- 
tion, the probabilities are that the cow 
which gives 225 pounds in seven days 
will give 9.660 pounds in a year, and 
so on, as in Table No. 2.

equally as large. This barn is equipped 
with a milking machine, modern stan- 
chions, running water, electric lights 


and electric fans. 

Four farmers have repaired their 
old barns, four have built silos and 
four have sowed alfalfa. The few re- 


mainder who have neither silos or alf- 
alfa will soon number these dairy es- 
sentials in their assets. 

Thus it will be seen that the Hol- 
stein cow is not only gaining a sure 
foothold in Pettis County, but is revo- 
lutionizing farming methods at the 
same time, adding to the fatness of 
the lands and the plumpness of the 
bank accounts. 

Opening Up New Fields 

The success of the Pettis County 
undertaking has been heralded far 
and wide. There is hardly a state in 
the union that has failed to call on 
Secretary Long for an outline of its 
plan. Three localities in other states 
have organized on this plan. Prof. 
Rider of the extension department of 
the National Association borrowed the 
set of slides prepared by the Pettis 
County Holstein-Friesian Co. to be 
exhibited at the National Dairy Show 
in Chicago last October. Just now 
plans are under way by which the 
Missouri Holstein Breeders Associa- 
tion proposes to secure the services of 
a field man a part of whose duties will 
be to assist communities to organize 
breeding companies on the Pettis 
county plan. It is proposed to launch 
this program at the annual meeting 
of the state association which is to 
be held at Columbia during the week 
of January 19th in connection with 
“armers’ Week. It is expected that 
this meeting will set a new record for 
attendance, enthusiasm and a deter- 
mination that the Holstein cow shall 
come into her own in Missouri. 

The Contract 

The contract entered into by the 
Pettis County Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation and its farmer members, and 
which is being taken as a model by 


other similar organizations, follows: 
Sedalia, Missouri. 

Contract by and between the Pettis 

County Holstein-Friesian Co., party of 

the first part, and party of the sec- 

ond part, all of the County of Pettis, State 
of Missouri. 

Witnesseth: 


That the party of the first 


part furnishes the party of the second 
part........ purebred registered Holstein 
cows for a term of five years from the 


above date to have and to hold according 
to the terms of the following contract. 
The party of the first part further agrees, 

First, to pay all the fees connected with 
the advanced registry official work of 
these cows and their offspring for a per- 
iod of five vears: 


Second, To pay one-half the breeding 
fees of the cows and their offspring for 
a period of five years: 


Third, To pay one-half of the veterinary 
fee for these cows and their offspring for 
a period of five years: 

Fourth, To provide high bred bulls to 
use on these cows and their offspring for 
a period of five years, and, furthermore, 
to pay for the keep of the aforesaid bulls: 

Fifth, To provide a keeper or keepers 
for these bulls and send the bull at the 
proper time to the farm of the party of 
the second part; 

Sixth, To look after the correspondence 
in connection with sale of the bull calves: 

Seventh, To provide a place of safety 
for the registry certificates and records 
of these cows and their offspring for a 
period of five years. 

In consideration of the above and in 
further consideration of all the milk and 


butter and one-half interest of the off- 
spring at the end of five years, the party 
of the second part agrees 


First, To keep these cows and their fe- 
male offspring for a period of five years 


from the time he receives them; 
Second, To keep the bull calves until 
they can be sold at the most profit, pro- 


vided that those not sold by next following 
state fair are to be sold then at auction; 

Third, To care for and feed these cows 
and their offspring in a manner consistent 


with the most profit; 
Fourth, To test for tuberculosis all cat- 
tle on his place at least 90 days before 


receiving the said Holstein cattle, to dis- 
pose of immediately all reactors, to thor- 
oughly disinfect the premises and to re- 
peat the performance annually as long as 
this contract is in force; 

Fifth, To breed these cows and their 
offspring to the bulls provided as stated 
above; 

Sixth, To pay one-half the breeding and 
veterinary fees on these cows and their 
offspring for a period of five years; 

Seventh, To board the official tester and 
to do the work connected with the official 
testing; 

Eighth, To become not later’ than 
January 15, 1918, a member of the Pettis 
County Co-operative Cow Testing Asso- 
ciation, and remain a member with these 
cows and their offspring in the associa- 
tion until the termination of this contract; 

Ninth, To take in the corporation own- 
ing these cows ten shares of stock at $10 
each for each cow furnished as provided 
above; ; 

Tenth, And at the termination of this 
contract to deliver these cows and their 
unsold offspring to the place of auction 
as hereinafter provided. 

It is further mutually 
parties to this contract, 

First, That the cows furnished and their 
offspring during this contract shall be 
owned by and registered in the name of 
the party of this first part; 

Second, That the aforesaid cows and 
their female offspring shall not be re- 
moved from the possession of the party

privately owned by party of the second 
part, provided he keeps no bull on his 
farm. 

Sixth, Whenever the board of directors 
have been convinced that a female owned 
by the company has become unprofitable 
or undesirable they may dispose of same 
as they see fit 

Seventh, That at the termination of this 
contract such of the original cows that 
are still living, their female offspring and 


their male offspring, remaining unsold at 
that time shall be brought to the city of 
Sedalia and sold at public auction to the 
highest bidders, each party to this con- 
tract having a right to bid on the cattle 
Furthermore the aforesaid auction shall 
be duly advertised in the leading dairy 
papers of the United States. After the 
expense of the auction and the sale price 
of the original cattle have been sub- 
tracted from the total sales at the auc- 
tion the remainder shall be equally di- 
vided between the parties to this con- 
tract; 

Eighth, The death of the party of the 
second part shall terminate this contract 
in the same manner as provided for at

In the case of milk production, the 
mathematical probabilities are two out 
of three that a cow which gives 525 
pounds in seven days will not give 
less than 14,860 pounds in a year or 
more than 20,060 pounds in a year. 
And so on for the other classes, the 
variation being 2,600 pounds each way 
from the figures in the yearly column

I for one will 
say that I am decidedly in favor of 
the 7-day test. For instance, about 


a year ago, I decided to start in the 
registered Holstein-Friesian cattle 
business and I purchased from M. L. 
Enright three Holstein heifers coming 
two years old and as these heifers 
were about to freshen, I decided to 
have two of them tested, so I gave 
them the 7-day test. They both broke 
the state record which had been held 
by the Agricultural College of this 
state for ten years. As a _ beginner 
had it been necessary for me to have 
given them a yearly test, I never 
would have known that I had the two 
best junior two-year-old heifers in this 
state. I think if they eliminate the 7 
day test, they will have to have two 
classes of Holstein breeders; namely, 
the millionaire class and the _ poor 
man’s class. Just the other day, I sold 
a bull calf from one of these heifers 
being about 8% months old for $1000. 
The dam of this calf was Heilo Maid 
Ormsby, she having a record as a

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SOME DOPE ON FEED PRICES 


The following article by a wei 
known market expert, Sanders Sos- 
land, was written for the Michigan 
Farmer but contains so much that is 
of more than local interest that we are 
reprinting it very nearly in full. 

While available feed supplies in the 
United States this year are generally 
considered larger than a year ago and 
above the average for recent years, 
with probably more uneven distribu- 
tion, the prices on feed markets are 
close to record high levels. This is not 
an inference that demand and supply 
no longer regulate the price of cotton- 
seed cake and meal, linseed feed, a:- 
falfa and clover hay, mill feed, mixed 
feeds and other products, for these

basic factors as never before control 
market values. But such a rather ano- 
malous condition in the trade brings 
out strongly the fact that an enormous 
demand has prevailed for feed, far 
over-balancing the market movement 
from increased production. 

Bran ranks among the feedstuffs 
commanding abnormal prices. Natural- 
ly, the dairyman is reluctant to pay 
the high figures demanded for the offal 
of flour mills, and his purchases are 
in a far smaller volume than would be 
witnessed at this period of the year 
were offerings available at a lower 
level. The dairyman is buying only 
sufficient for the current requirements 
of his stock, and wherever possible to 
substitute cheaper feedstuffs and not 
materially affect the flow of milk, such

a method of feeding is being practiceg, 
The dairy trade as a whole is looking 
forward to lower prices for bran, ang 
milk producers are regulating their 
purchases in a manner which will fing 
them with empty bins when declines 
are witnessed. 

The general position of the market 
for bran is favorable to a downward 
trend of prices. There has been ap 
enormous production of flour by mills 
of the country, estimated at more than 
70,000,000 barrels sincs the opening of 
the crop year by the United Statas 
Grain Corporation. Such a total of 
flour indicates the production of ap. 
proximately 2,500,000 tons of bran and 
shorts. The flour output of the United 
States since the opening of the crop 
is around 11,000,000 barrels above the 
total for the corresponding period ip 
1918, which means an increased pro- 
duction of bran and shorts over a year 
ago of 375,000 to 400,000 tons. Millers 
of the country are generally well sold 
up on flour for the next thirty to sixty 
days, and it is probable that the pro- 
duction of flour will continue around 
3,000,000 barrels weekly for some time 
yet. For this reason available supplies 
of bran and shorts for markets will 
continue liberal. 

Buying of bran has been confined 
largely to the extensive jobbing inter. 
ests and speculative trade on markets. 
The actual consumptive demand has 
not been heavy at any time during the 
late fall and winter period, and deal- 
ers who specialize in sales to retail 
handlers in the interior almost gener- 
ally report a lack of interest among 
their customers. The stocks in deal: 
ers’ hands already are fairly liberal, 
they having accumulated feed in the 
hope of witnessing marked improve 
ment in demand from the dairy traae 
with the advent of winter. Such buy- 
ing, however, has not developed, with 
the result that the country trade is 
not absorbing bran to the extent antici- 
pated by terminal market interests. 
Also, it is believed that mills hold 
much bran in their warehouses, either 
having withheld their offers from mar- 
ket in the hope that further advances 
in prices would be witnessed or be 
cause of inability to find an outlet suf- 
ficient to absorb their production. 

With the first severe cold and stormy 
weather of the season, in December, 
together with the serious situation re 
sulting from the coal strike bran prices 
soared upward from around $36 4 
ton, sacked, in Minneapolis and Kan- 
sas City, to around $42 to $43 a ton. 
On the Chicago market, values reached 
a top of $45 to $46 a ton. These high 
levels prevailed during the greater 
part of December, though a top-heavy 
condition developed in the market be 
fore the close of the 1919 calendar yea. 
At the present writing, bran is being 
offered around $40 to $41 a ton in Min- 
neapolis and Kansas City for January 
and February shipment. Some spec: 
ulative handlers are taking hold at 
these levels, merely as a speculation. 
But conservative members of the trade 
are holding off, looking forward to 
lower levels.

owner of beef cattle in feedlots is tax. 
ing less cottonseed feed than usual. 
Rangemen of Montana, Wyoming, 
North and South Dakota, Nebraska 
and other states in the northwest 
some of which suffered severely from 
drouth during the summer months, 
are buying considerable quantities of 
cottonseed cake for their winter needs. 
But other range sections are taking 
only small quantities. Oklahoma and 
Texas, for instance, which states pro. 
duce large amounts of cottonseed feed 
and which normally are heavy consum. 
ers, are taking little this year. Some 
estimate the buying of Oklahoma and 
Texas this year will not be a fourth of 
normal. Aside from the high prices, 
which tend to reduce consumption, Ok- 
lahoma and Texas have an enormous 
crop of roughage, including kafir and 
milo, and naturally will require less of 
the high protein feeds. 

Many cottonseed mills in the south 
still are behind on orders, as much as 
sixty days in instances. Orders had 
been accumulating during the early 
fall months and before mills could re 
sume grinding on a large scale, crush- 
ing having been delayed by unfavor- 
able weather and difficulty in obtain- 
ing seed. Mills had contracted for 
large amounts of feed for later deliv- 
ery. Also, many mills are working off 
their damaged seed, which is in larg- 
er supply this year than in many sea- 
sons, further reducing the amount of 
feed available for feeders’ require- 
ments. The _ fertilizer manufacturers 
are the principal buyers of the of- 
grade meal, and, while demand from 
this source is enormous, the trade is 
balking at high prices. 

Cottonseed supplies are dwindling 
rather sharply, and it is said that the 
peak of activity among mills of both 
the southeast and southwest will have 
passed by the close of February. No 
cake or meal is being stored for later 
requirements, because of the unattrac- 
tive level of prices for later sale, so it 
is possible supplies may become much 
searcer as the season advances. Still, 
there is a possibility that when mills 
market their stocks of off-grade seed 
and begin grinding generally on good 
seed, cake and meal prices may ease 
off slightly. This may be witnessed 
during the latter part of January. 

Cottonseed cake and meal of forty- 
five per cent protein content is selling 
around $84 to $85 a ton in Chicago or 
in the important feeding belt, $82 to 
$83 for forty-three per cent protein

cottonseed cake. In Arkansas mills are 
asking around $70 a ton for cottonseed 
cake and meal of thirty-six per cent 
protein content. 

In the linseed meal market, prices 
are around $82 a ton at Minneapolis, 
and around $84 to $85 in the leading 
feeding states. Flaxseed prices are 
high, around $5 a bushel, which adds 
to the strength of the feed. Seed is 
moving to market slowly, and mill ac- 
tivity is limited. Northwestern crush- 
ers are said to be well sold ahead, 
with current demand brisk. While lin. 
seed feed already is at an abnormally 
high level, making further advances 
improbable, the situation surrounding 
the trade offers little hope for a down- 
ward trend of values. Heavy imports 
of flaxseed from Argentine would re- 
lieve the domestic situation to a great 
extent. 

Alfalfa is selling up to $38 
a ton in Kansas City, the largest hay 
market in the country, which is a rev 
ord figure for the crop year. An enor- 
mous demand prevails from the dairy 
trade of the east and other sections of 
the country despite the high level f 
prices. The Detroit market quotes 
around $28 for clover, though in the 
more central markets the hay is ex- 
tremely scarce, with sales well above 
$30 a ton. Fairly large production of 
clover is reported in Michigan this 
year, which has lessened demand from 
dairymen of the state. 

Dairymen should follow closely the 
trend of values for corn in January, 
also oats and other grains. At this 
writing corn in Chicago is selling up 
to $1.45 a bushel, but if the large 
movement materializes in January, de- 
clines doubtless will be witnessed. 
Oats are at the highest point of the 
season and at near record heights, 
around eighty-five to eighty-seven cents 
a bushel for carlots in Chicago. Short 
production is the bullish factor in the 
oats market. The tendency of corn 
and oats prices influences values for 
other feedstuffs to a great extent. The 
weather conditions and car shortage 
are other factors, all of which now are 
favorable to a downward price ten- 
dency in January.

expenses of the dairy. The milk. 
ing machine is an important aid in 
reducing these expenses. 

The days of hand-skimming of 
milk are long gone by, and every. 
thing points to the fact that we 
have now entered upon an era of 
machine milking. It is the next 
step in the economical, efficient 
management of fair-sized or large 
dairies, and the experience of other 
dairy countries in regard to milk- 
ing machines will undoubtedly be 
duplicated in this country. 

The investigations of experiment 
stations have shown that milking 
machines properly operated do not 
injure the udders of cows, or cause 
garget or other udder diseases. 
Udder troubles are often due to 
causes that are not in any way as- 
sociated with the method of milk- 
ing practiced; they will occur at 
times in machine milked, as well as 
in hand milked herds, although less 
frequently when ordinary care is 
taken in operating the machine. 

The best way to avoid troubles 
of this kind in case of machine milk- 
ing is to remove the machine as soon 
as no more milk comes down, and to 
finish the milking by hand without 
unnecessary delay. Prompt and care 
ful hand stripping is a most important 
factor in successful machine milking. 
even though the machine used leaves 
only very small amounts of milk to be 
stripped out. 

In the selection of the particular 
make of machine, a number of points 
should receive consideration besides 
first cost and nearness to_ service 
agency, such as cost of upkeep, de- 
preciation, simplicity of mechanism 
and of cleaning. The various machines 
on the market differ considerably with 
regard to these points, and it is 
evident that no one machine stands 
out above the others in all respects; 
also that any farmer with a fair de 
gree of intelligence and resourceful-

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ness need not hesitate to install a 
milking machine in his dairy if he 
keeps iwenty or more cows. 

In many cases it may prove ad- 
yantageous to adopt machine milking 
also in dairies of twelve to fifteen 
cows, as it will make the owner less 
dependent upon or entirely independ- 
est of hired help. The actual saving 
in the cost of milking by machine 
over hand milking is, however, greater 
in the case of large herds than with 
small ones and will, in general, be in 
proportion to the size of the herd. 

It has been shown that with proper 
care, and with careful prompt hand 
stripping, milking machines will have 
no appreciable effect one way or the 
other on the dairy production of the 
cows or on the general welfare of the 
herd, but they will not long render 
satisfactory service with careless 
handling and lack of cleanliness. For 
this reason, milking machines are 
most likely to prove successful when 
operated by the owner himself or by 
help directly interested in their suc- 
cess. 


NOTES ON SILAGE 


Silage has been found to be par- 
ticularly well adapted to the feeding 
of dairy cattle, but it is not a com- 
plete feed because of its bulk, its 
high moisture content and its lack of 
protein and mineral matter. In 
combination with silage one should 
feed some alfalfa or clover hay and in 
addition a well balanced grain ration. 

The amount of silage to feed an 
animal will depend upon the capacity 
of the animal and her ability to con- 
sume feed. In general she should be 
fed as much as she will clean up be- 
cause ordinarily silage will form our 
most economical roughage. Cows in 
milk will consume from 25 to 45 Ibs. 
of silage a day or about 2 to 2% Ibs. 
of silage for each 100 pounds of live 
weight. 

The question as to the advisability 
of feeding frozen silage is often asked 
and in this connection it is well to 
remember that if the silage is fed 
immediately after thawing and _ be- 
for decomposition sets in no harm wil} 
result and so far as is known the 
nutritive value is in no way changed 
—Extension Service Perdue Univer 
sity.

fact that the rise in prices of milk has 
een no. greater than that of most 
other commodities.

had actually been made by those 
whom they accused of profit ering, 
but merely based their accusations oy 
comparisons of the margins of grosg 
profit at which milk was supplied to 
the retail trade in a few selected 
cities. Unless consideration is given 
to the fact that differences in _ local 
market conditions affecting the cost of 
assembling, handling and distributing, 
are after the chief causes for the wide 
variation in the “dealers’ spreads” of 
different markets, there is danger of 
making unwarranted deductions re- 
garding the probable net profits of 
milk dealers in different markets. 

The following table presents a sum- 
mary view of the wide range in 
“dealers spreads” in 102 cities of the 
United States. The 102 cities include 
16 with population under 25,000, 36 
from 25,000 to 100,000, 41 from 100,000 
to 500,000 and 9 above 500,000.

The above table shows that in most 
cities the margins required by dealers 
per quart of bottled milk delivered to 
family trade, averaged from 5 to 7 
cents for the last six months of the 
year 1918, (Comparisons based on the 
prevailing monthly market prices for 
the year 1919, show that dealers’ mar- 
gins have increased somewhat since 
that time.) Out of a total of 102 cities 
the dealers’ margins in 15 cities were 
less than 5 cents per quart, and more 
than 7 cents in 17 cities. 
Unquestionably the net profits 
realized by the leading milk market- 
ing concerns, on the basis of both 
capital invested and volume of sales, 
were larger in the case of some cities 
than of others; but audits of the ac 
counts of some of the representative 
milk marketing organizations in dif- 
ferent cities show that there is not 
even a general correlation between 
net profits and the margins of gross 
profit on retail sales. Even if per unit 
costs of plant operation and delivery 
service were approximately the same, 
the net profits of any particular bus! 
ness enterprise would be dependent to 
a large extent upon the proportionate 
volume of sales at the prevailing mar- 
ket prices to different classes of 
wholesale and retail trade—U. S. 
Bureau of Markets, George Livingston, 
Acting Chief of Bureau.
